30-3-90, as amended. Attention is also invited to the 
Handbook of Procedures, April 1990—March 1993 
(Vol. 1), published under the Ministry' of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 2-ITC(PN) (90-93 dated 30-3-1990, 
as amended. Attention is also invited to the Hand¬ 
book of Procedures, April 1990—March 1993 (Vol. 
II), as amended. 
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2. Notwithstanding anything contained in Chapters 
r to XXUI of the Import and Export Policy, 1990- 
(Vol. 1) and the Handbook of procedures, 1990- 
(Vol. l&II) no licences of any type (including 
imscrips|Special EximscripsjAdditional Eximscripsj 
ecial Additional Eximscripsj shall henceforth be 
ucd except to the extent and the manner indicated 
low : 

(i) In respect of Duty Exemption Scheme, only 
customs purpose copy of the licence with 
the items indicated therein will be issued 
for clearance of goods through customs. 
The applicant’s entitlement would be work¬ 
ed out as per the existing laid down para¬ 
meters ]procedurcs. The applicant shall be 
required to arrange his own foreign ex¬ 
change for import of goods. 

(iij In respect of Diamond Imprest Licence, 
DTC Imprest licence. Bulk licence for 
rough diamonds and gold imprest licence 
only customs purpose copy of the licence 
with the items indicated therein will be is¬ 
sued for clearance of goods through cus¬ 
toms. The applicant's entitlement would be 
worked out as per the existing laid down 
parametersjprocedures. The applicant shall 
be required to arrange his own foreign ex¬ 
change for import of goods, 

(iii) In respect of export products listed in Ap¬ 
pendix 17 Part II of the Import and Export 
Policy, 1990-93(Vol. I) only customs pur¬ 
pose copy of the licence will be issued for 
the clearance of goods thiough Customs at 
the rates and for the items specified in the 
said Appendix 17 Part II. The applicant 
shall be required to arrange his own foreign 
exchange for import of goods, 

Civ) In respect of the Schemes B and C’ of 
Chapter XXr Part II, for the release of gold 
and silver from the State Bank of India, 
the entitlement would be worked out as per 
the existing laid down parameters [proce¬ 
dures. The applicant shall be required to ar¬ 
range his own foreign exchange for import 
of goods. For entitlement of items other than 
gold and silver under Schemes ‘A’ ’B’ and 
’C’ of Chapter XXI Part II of the said 
policy only customs purpose copy of the 
licence will be issued for the items specified 
therein for the clearance of goods through 
customs. The applicant’s entitlement would 


be worked out as per the existing laid down 
arameters'procedures. The applicant shall 
e required to arrange his own foreign ex¬ 
change for import of goods. 

(v) In respect of Scheme ’F’ of Chapter XXI 
Part II of the Policy, only customs purpose 
copy of the licence will be issued for the 
items specified therein for clearance of goods 
through customs. The applicant’s entitle¬ 
ment would be worked out as per the exist¬ 
ing laid down parametres|procedures. The 
applicant shall be required to arrange his 
own foreign exchange for import of goods. 

(vi) In respect of units operating in Export Pro- 
cessingjFrec Trade Zones, 100 per cent Ex¬ 
port Oriented Units and the units operating 
under Scheme ‘E’ of Chapter XII Part II 
of the said Policy, the items allowed for im¬ 
port for export production governed by 
Open General Licence No. 20[90 dated 
30-3-1990 and Open General Licence No. 
40190 dated 30-3-1990 will continue to be 
allowed as per the existing parameters [pro¬ 
cedures. However, such units shall be re¬ 
quired to arrange their own foreign exchange 
for import of goods. 

(vii) In respect of import of capital goods with 
concessional rate of customs duty of 25% 
under para 197 of the Import and Export 
Policy, 1990-93 (Vol. I), only customs pur¬ 
pose Copy of the licence will be issued with 
the items specified therein. The applications 
will be considered as per the existing laid 
down parametersjprocedures. The applicant 
shall be required to arrange his own foreign 
exchange for import of goods. 

3. In view’ of the aforesaid amendments, the ex¬ 
isting Appendix-17 Part I and Part FIT and Appendix- 
18 of the Import and Export Policy, 1990-93 (Vol. 
I.) shall stand deleted. 

4. The above amendments shall also apply in res¬ 
pect of all pending applications. 

5. The above amendments have been made in pub¬ 
lic interest.
